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This matter comes before the Public Service Commission of South Carolina (the

Commission) by way of an Application filed by Hilton Head Limousine Company, Inc.

(the Applicant) for a Class C Charter Certificate of Public Convenience and Necessity to

render motor passenger service over irregular routes as follows:

BETWEEN POINTS AND PLACES IN SOUTH CAROLINA,

RESTRICTED TO: FIFTEEN (t5) PASSENGERS.

Upon consideration of the Application, the representations contained therein, and the

documentary evidence attached thereto, the Commission finds that the Applicant is fit,

willing, and able to perform the service to the public under the authority sought. The

Commission also finds that the granting of the Certificate is required by public

convenience and necessity.

IT IS THEREFORE ORDERED:

1. That the Application of Hilton Head Limousine Company, Inc. for a Class

C Chm_ter Certificate of Public Convenience and Necessity is hereby approved.
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2. That the Applicant causeto be filed with the Office of RegulatoryStaff

(ORS) the proper license fees,proof of liability insurance(i.e. "Form E"), and other

informationrequiredby S.C.CodeAnn. Section58-23-10et _ (1976),asamended,

and by 26 S.C. Code Ann. Regs. 103-100 through 103-241(Supp. 2011) of the

Commission'sRulesandRegulationsfor Motor Carriers,and23A S.C.CodeAnn. Regs.

38-400through 38-503 (Supp.20tl) of the Departmentof Public Safety'sRules and

Regulationsfor Motor Can'iers,within ninety (90) daysof the dateof this Order, or

within suchadditionaltimeasmaybeauthorizedby theCommission.

3. That failure of the Applicant to either (i) completethe certification

processby complyingwith therequirementsof filing with the ORSproof of appropriate

insuranceand the paymentof licensefeesand suchother information requiredby law

within ninety (90) days of the date of this Order or (2) requestand obtain from the

Commissionadditionaltime to complywith therequirementsstatedabove,mayresultin

theauthorizationapprovedin this Orderbeingrevoked.

4. That uponcompliancewith the filing of informationasrequiredby S.C.

CodeAnn. Section58-23-10,et seq. (1976), as amended, and the applicable Regulations

for Motor Carriers, S.C. Code Ann. Regs. Vol. 26 (Supp. 2011), as amended, a

Certificate shall be issued by the ors to the Applicant authorizing the motor carrier

services granted herein.

5. That prior to compliance with the requirements regarding the filing of

certain information with the ORS and receipt of a Certificate, the motor can'ier services

authorized by this Order may not be provided.
